tablespoohfuls of butter with one cup- 
ful of sngsr; add one tablespoonful 
of flour, the Juice and rind., of one 
lemon, one cupful of swwt milk and 
two well-beaten egg yolks.

Cool 
and meanwhile beat three egg whit™ 
until atlIT and add to them a half cup- 
ful of sugsr; now fold In the yolk ml* 
lure, blending thoroughly.

Larnon Prune PI*,—Line a, pie plate 


with pastry and bake In a hot oven. 
Mix two tablespoonfuls of cornstarch 
with one cvpfnl of sugar and on* cup- 
ful of water and cook twenty minutes 
In a double boiler.

stirring constantly, two egg yolks, 
"lightly beaten, and cook until smooth. 
Remove from the fire; add four table- 
spoonfnls of lemon Juice and the 
grated rind of on* lemon.
